Tue “Postal Progress League” is the 
The Parcels name of an organization composed of the 
Post Bill. catalogue house interests for the express 
purpose of forcing the Parcels Post 

through the coming Congress. 

This organization is now at work. Not on the 
voters of this country who are supposed to pass on the 
laws made, but on those in high places whose influ- 
ence directly or indirectly is so powerful in Wash- 
ington. 

This promotion of the Parcels Post sentiment is not 
to be among the masses as was at first supposed, for 
that would be suicidal. The masses can see the abso- 
lute folly of this unbusinesslike procedure. This league 
has concluded that they will be able to do more by 
making a still hunt as in the rural delivery case. 

They dare not come out in the open and make a 
feature of the Parcels Post, leaving the people to de- 
cide by a vote, and they, better than anyone, know it. 

Your congressmen and your senators are the men 
they wish to educate. 

They know that your representatives in Congress 
will, as a result, come to Washington without positive 
instructions of any kind on the question. 

They will give him statistics to show ‘how far be- 
hind the procession we are on postal affairs. They 
will show that several foreign countries are delivering 
package by mail at a nominal price. 

They will be supported in any manner and every 
form by business houses “who buy most stamps”— 
catalogue houses. 

You cannot afford to take any chances on this 
threatened disaster. You must see that the right peo- 
ple know just how you feel. 

In another column you will find a reduced fac-simile 
of a petition they are sending out in Minnesota. Why 
not have a typewritten copy made of this petition and 
circulate it among the dealers of your town. 

If you do this now it will amount to something. 
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If you stand around and twirl your thumbs, we do 
not honestly think the “holler” you will make after 
this bill becomes a law wilt accomplish anything more 
than a dead bug in a last year’s bird’s nest.

Pee 0 BE phia file manufacturers, are persistent 
of Trade. ‘Students of market conditions. The lat- 


ter part of last month they asked a num- 
ber of their customers the following query on the con- 
dition of the trade: 

“As we are making it a point to obtain the opinion 
of our most prominent customers on the condition of 
trade, we take this means of kindly having an ex- 
pression of such opinion from you. In other ‘words, 
what do you regard as the Condition of trade during 
the last two months? Also what do you think is the 
prospect for an improvement in the condition of busi- 
ness within the near future ?”’ 

A prominent Boston packing house wrote them in reply 
on September 24: 

“While the past season’s business has been véry encour- 
aging, it does not seem as though the coming fall would bring 
us the same results as one year ago. The money market and 
stock market, as you will know, are both decidedly off color 
and collections are more than hard. The crop question has 
looked to be very good, but owing to the frost in certain 
sections it seems as though it would not give as good results 
as have been anticipated. 

“Taking everything into consideration, and with hopeful 
eye, the writer would say that he feels that the coming fall 
will bring what we might call moderate business; it will not 
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be very alarming and especially in our line it will be somewhat 
duller than usual owing tothe fact of so many of the large ma- 
chine shops letting so many oi their employes go. The Force 
River Ship & Engine Co., one of our largest customers, have 
just reduced their working force by letting “soo of their em- 
ployes go. The General Electric Co. of Lynn have discharged 
during the past week over 1,000 men, and with such matters as 
these staring us in the face it does not louk as though we 
would have the encouraging business that we have had in 
previous years.” 

Another Boston house writes, under date of September 19: 

“Regarding the condition of trade, would say it has fallen 
off at least 20 per cent with us during July and August, and 
while we think there is no doubt it will improve now very 
soon, it will hardly reach the volume of a year ago. Our 
customers appear to be fairly busy, but not in such a pros- 
perous condition as they have been in the past; but we do 
not anticipate the difference will be so great as to cause any 
alarm.” 

A Connecticut firm wrote them September 18: 

“We would say that so far as our business is. concerned 
there has been marked falling off in volume in the past two 
months. This we consider due to a weakening of confidence 
on the part of buyers, due to the unfortunate conditions that 
exist in the labor ranks at the present time. 

“Building has come to an absolute dead stand and is 
likely to continue so until the element of labor has been 
brought to its senses. So far as the future is concerned, it is, 
in our opinion, entirely problematical; but we hope for an 
improvement this fall. There are certain factors that must 
be taken into account that are likely to have more or less 
an injurious effect upon trade conditions. The approaching 
presidential canvass always brings in its wake more or less 
uncertainty and a pretty general disposition on the part of 
buyers to hold up until they can see what the future has in 
store for them. 

“Building contractors will not be likely to take on any 
new contracts until the atmosphere and the troubles in labor 
ranks clear up. 

“Our policy at the present time will be along conservative 
lines. We do not look for anything in the nature of a panic, 
but there is an indication of weakening in prices on many 
lines, and we do not intend to be caught with too much sail 
out when the prices break. This course we consider one of 
ordinary business prudence. We, however, look fer a fair 
volume of business this fall.” 

A central Massachusetts firm wrote them September 29: 

“The very serious decline of stocks in Wall street is cer- 
tainly affecting the money market to an alarming extent. 
What the result will be we do not know. We are satisfied the 
highest point has been reached as regards value of merchan- 
dise, and we believe if it were not for the conditions in Wall 
street that steel of all kinds would be reduced immediately, 
at least $5.00 per ton; ‘consequently we are looking for this 
reduction in steel, as we believe steel cannot sell much above 
the price of bar iron. 

“These conditions make it quite clear to us that the fu- 
ture business should be done along conservative lines. We 
have m4intained for some time that we did not believe that 
the general business could be very much affected by the condi- 
tions in Wall street, but we must confess that Wall street 
conditions influence the commercial and manufacturing busi- 
ness. The securities market is trying to find the bottom, and 
until this is reached, think we will all be in a waiting condi- 
tion. 

“Miols, the noted financial editor of the New York Trib- 
une, has stated: ‘In about twelve months from now we shall 
be talking about the virtues of economy. Money will be easy 
in Wall street and that is the only place where it will be.’ 

“We appreciate, however, on the other hand, there is an 
under current of good business, which may appear remarkably 
strong in the next sixty days. The whole situation certainly 
requires the utmost consideration on the part of the manu- 
facturers and jobbers.” 

A Pennsylvania firm wrote September 18: 

“We found trade, in general, ‘looking up’ during the past 
few months. It was flat on its back and could not look other- 






wise. Various salesmen with whom we spoke report the 
same conditions throughout the country. We believe it is due 
to the lack of confidence resulting from the various industria! 
troubles with which this country is visited. We think by 
next spring a return of confidence will put business on the 
same plane as it was during the past few years.”

WHILE the bonus system is not as universal as it 
was some decades ago, it is still quite common for 
commercial clubs of various minor cities to offer in- 
ducements to large concerns to locate in their city. 
An interesting account of the negotiations between the 
Galion (O.) Commercial Club and the United States 
Hardware Manufacturing Co. is given in the Galion 
(O.) Sun-Review of Oct. 16. The modest offer made 
by this contpany in the first place was to the effect 
that if the @ty of Galion secured 320 acres of land 
close to the city, set aside 30 acres for a factory site, 
sold $100,000 worth of lots and turned this amount 
and the remainder of the land over to the company, 
the company would put up factory buildings to cost 
not less than $160,000, and would give employment to 
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1,000 to 1,200 people, and deposit $300,000 in the local 
banks as evidence of good faith, The Commercial 
Club-of Galion made a counter proposition to the ef- 
fect that they would give the company 330 acres of 
land and hélp in every possible way to sell the lots, 
provided the company would agree to carry out its 
proposition as above outlined. This would mean that 
the people of Galion would pay for 330 acres of land 
and present it as a gift to the company, and would 
then help to sell lots from this land. This proposition 
was rejected by the company, who in turn asked that 
the Commercial Club should secure 340 acres of land, 
set aside 80 acres for factory site, pledge themselves 
to sell $100,000 worth of lots from this land and turn 
the money and the balance of the land over to the com- 
pany, also agreeing to furnish an adequate outlet for 
the sewerage—surface and sanitary—of this land. 
The hardware company on their part agreed to erect 
a foundry with a capacity of 300 tons a month, to cost 
$100,000. This proposition was rejected by the Com- 
mercial Club, and the negotiations were declared off.

So it is with the city 
which has in it the terminals of many large railroad 
lines. Trade of every kind and from every section 
naturally comes there, and the consequence is the mer- 
chants prosper.”

We the undersigned business men and citizens of Minnesota, have learned that a Bill is now 
pending before Congress, which provides that large parcels of merchandise may be sent through the 
mails at a cos? of five cents a pound and two cents for each additional pound or fraction thereof, 
which may be comsidered little more than a somina! rate 

We are thoronghly convinced that this kind of legislation is being urged By the mail order aad 
catalogue houses and, if allowed to become a law, will have the eff-ct of ruming the business interests 
of the retail merchants throughout the country and would also have the effect of increasing the large 
deficit of several millions of dollars, that mow occurs asaually in the post office department. 


We therefore earnestly and firmly protest against the passage of said bill.

With this petition is the following strong letter an- 
tagonistic to the proposed parcels post bill: ' 
“Language cannot be made too strong in calling 
your attention to this movement and what it means to 
the retail dealer. As the other side is possessed of 
ample funds to push this measure, it can only be de- 
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feated by united and persistent effort. We urge you 
to get a start with this petition, interest your fellow- 
tradesmen and circulate it yourself, pasting on the 
needed additions. It has been suggested that the trav- 
eling men might be enlisted and render material as- 
sistance. 

“When you have secured all the available names fill 
in the name of your congressman and mail it with a 
personal letter if possible. 

“If you are not an association member this is a most 
fit and appropriate time to take hold with us. Impor- 
tant questions, vitally affecting your commercial salva- 
tion, are continually arising and all strength lies in 
organization.” 

We have reproduced Mr. Mathews’ circular because 
we believe hardware men in every community should 
tvypewrite the matter shown, fill in the name of their 
particular congressman, change the “Minnesota” and 
circulate this timely expression of popular will. 

That is, of course, if they are opposed to a parcels 
post. If they believe catalogue house competition 
can become about ten times as hot as it is now and

S. McGranahan, Davenport, la., is manufacturer 
of the Mack washer shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration. This 
washer, which 
has high speed, 
is light running 
and durable, is 
made on the ro- 
tary plan, hav- 
ing both a bal- 
ance wheel and 
a crank. The 
dasher is. oper- 
ated by. a rack 
movement. 
When the rack 
is moved four 
inches a two- 
thirds revolu- 
tion is given to 
the dasher, The 
speed of this 
washer is one 
turn of the

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HARDWARE DEALERS REPEL COERCION. 








The hardware trade should be proud of the position 
taken by a couple of Western hardware dealers in the 
matter of coercion by union labor leaders. Leaders of 
a strike at Lewiston, Mont., recently printed a list of 
business houses in that city called “the fair list.” This 
list was headed “Friends of Organized Labor,” and 


consisted of the names of business houses to whom 
strikers were asked by their leaders to give their ex- 


clusive patronage. According to the Lewiston 
(Mont.) Argus of Oct. 14, the fight in that 
city has not been the question of who or 
wno are not friends of organized labor, but what 
individuals or firms could be coerced to support 
the program of coercion, intimidation, threats, strikes 
and boycotts inaugurated by the agitators. The Judith 
Hardware Co. of that city was included in this “fair 
list,” but Manager I. M. Hobensack of this hardware 
concern authorized the local paper to state that “in- 


‘cluding of the name of this company in the so-called 


‘fair list’? was unauthorized by him or by any member 
of that firm.” Further he said that while the com- 
pany had no wish to participate in the labor difficulties 
in Lewiston, that they were not at all in sympathy with 
the strikers on the buildings then under construction. 
Mr. Hobensack added that he wished this statement 
made so that no misapprehension should be had re- 
garding their position. The list in question contains 
but a single grocery house, whose manager joins with 
Mr. Hobensack, in repudiation, but is rich in names of 
liquor dealers. 

Another western hardware firm who deserve credit 
for their conscientious stand in this matter are the 
Tompkins-Hunt Hardware Co. of Telluride, Colo. 
In that city a number of murders, including that of 
Arthur L. Collins, manager of the Smuggler-Union 
mine, have been committed’ by the miners’ union of 
Telluride, and when the president of this‘union, after 
directly inciting so many cases of violence, had the 
audacity to run for sheriff, he was vigorously opposed 
by the Telluride Daily and Weekly Journal, and was 
defeated for office by 35 votes. This disgruntled lead- 
er of the lawless element, backed up by energetic work 
on the part of his following, insisted that every adver- 
tiser be coerced to drop his announcement from the 
columns of this courageous daily. This is the way 
this hardware dealer replied, according to a western 
paper : 

“No, sir!” said Henry Tompkins of Telluride, whose 
hardware firm is threatened with boycott because it 
advertises in the Telluride Journal, “I do not think 
that any such attempt to throttle a free press will suc- 
ceed in Colorado. The whole size of the matter is that 
at the last election the president of the Telluride 
Miners’ Union ran for sheriff on the Democratic- 
Fusion ticket. The Telluride Journal, which is a Re- 
publican daily, of course opposed him, and the Repub- 
lican candidate was elected. The union waited until 
the last of December and then it declared a boycott 
upon the paper because it had not supported St. John. 
The miners ordered that every advertiser in the city 






























































take his advertisement out of the paper, and all o 
them but four did so. The Tompkins-Hunt Hardwar 
Co., of which I am president, did not take out its ad 
vertising. Now the union has declared a boycot 
against us, as well as against the other firms whic! 
refused to obey the order. The union leaders say tha 
the men will not work with material bought of us, al 
though we supply most of the mines in the vicinity o/ 
Telluride. I do not think that the mine owners wil 
submit to this»sort of thing. We have not. felt an; 
effect from the boycott and I hardly expect to. They 
threaten now to attack us in the other camps where we 
have stores—Leadville, Aspen, Creede and Victor. In 
Victor all our employes are unidn men, so that if the 
Western Federation of Miners persists it will be trying 
to drive union men out of employment. But con- 
sistency does not worry them, anyhow, “for the Tel- 
luride Journal employs only union printers. The 
Carpenters’ Union of Telluride has refused to take part 
in the boycott and there is no question that most of the 
people of the city sympathize with the paper, but are 
afraid of the union.” 

All honor to the Tompkins-Hunt Hardware Co. 
They were one of the firms who refused to counte- 
nance the attempted stifling of a free press by out- 
rageous intimidation. 

All honor to the Judith Hardware Co. They were 
unwilling to secure the trade of striking housesmiths 
by allowing their name to stand as a sponsor for tac- 
tics that incurred their disapprobation. - The hardware 
trade of the country is honored by the stand taken by 
I, M. Hobensack and Henry Tompkins.

The Revue Generale des Questions Economiques 
mentions an incident which may lead to a revolution 
in the cotton branch of industry, viz., that a Russian 
engineer, M. Scheveline, has discovered a process by 
which the fiber of flax and hemp can be transformed 
into a substance similar to cotton by being treated 


with the residuum of naphtha. 


This causes the fiber 


to decompose and acquire the appearance and quali- 


ties of cotton. 


This substance can then be worked 


with cotton spinning machinery, and the manufac- 


tured article has all the qualities of cotton tissues. 


No 


preparation of the flax is necessary; the plant can be 
used just as it is pulled out of the ground. The in- 
ventor does not intend taking out a patent for his dis- 
covery ; on the contrary, he offers to make his system 


known to all who ask. This discovery is of great im- 





portance to Russia. The 


area planted with flax in 


1900 was about 4,250,000 acres, which produced about 


490,000 tons, and this quantity, 


treated with the new 


process, would enable Russia to dispense with Ameri- 


can cotton. 


This proceeding would naturally be 


fraught with serious consequences for other countries. 
It is estimated that of the 490,000 tons of flax 
grown in Russia in 1900, 260,000 tons were exported 


to the United Kingdom, 
gium, in which countries 


France, Germany and Bel- 


the flax-spinning industry 


could not exist without Russian flax.

Trade Report. 


<= CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


A large part of the trade of the last week has been 
for nearby deliveries, and the fact that the tonnage 
was perhaps a little larger than for the preceding week 
is Owing, in a measure, to purchases being made by 
concerns having a heavier melt, so that comparatively 
speaking the trading shows little if any increase. 

Speculation still goes on, if the now well-confirmed 


‘ habit of the consumer to buy as little as possible may 


be considered as such. 

A good deal of talk is going around with reference 
to curtailment of output, although it is a little early 
to expect any definite announcement in this direction. 

The oid problem remains—namely, whether increase 
in consumption or restriction of output will at an 
early date result in higher prices. 

The prognosticator must be brave to set anything 
like a definite time for a reaction in the face of se 
many failures. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 


There is a goodly volume of business this week, the 
leading interest reporting orders for about 6,000 tons 
of small railway bridges and about 2,000 tons of Struc- 
tural Material for buildings. Prices remain the same. 
Inquiries for prices on medium to large Steel struc- 
tures in Chicago and the West are encouraging 
producers to the belief that the winter will be an active 
one. Official prices have continued to be maintained 
as follows for mill shipment, Chicago: Beams, Chan- 
nels and Zees, 15 inches and under, 1.75c to 1.goc; 18 
inches and over, 1.85c to 2c; Angles, 1.75c to 1.goc 
rates; Tees, 1.80c to 1.90c; Universal Plates, 2c to 
2.25c. Local stocks are being gradually reduced and 
the market is steady, but the demand is only moderate. 
The following are the agreed prices: Beams and 
Channels, 2.10c to 2.25c; Angles, 2.10c to 2.25c; Tees, 
2.15¢ to 2.30c, from local yards. 





PLATES. 


Prices of Plates continue without any change and 
show no disposition to cut. The volume of business 
done is stated to be satisfactory, though it is composed 
of a multitude of small specifications rather than any 
individual orders of startling magnitude. Official 
prices are as follows for shipment from mill: Tank 
Steel, 4 inch and heavier, 1.75c to 2c; Flange, 1.85¢ 
to 2.15c; Marine, 1.95c to 2.10c.

Galvanized, 30 cents extra for Nos. 6 to 14, and 60 
cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16. 


CORDAGE. 

The demand for rope is steady and of good volume 
for the season. The market shows considerable firm- 
ness. Quotations, on the basis of 7-16 inch diameter 
and larger, are as follows: Pure Manila, 11%c to 
12c; second grade Manila, about “%c per pound lower ; 
pure sisal, 94c to 9¥2c; mixed sisal, 8c to 8c per 
pound. It is interesting to note the experiment being 
made of shipping Manila hemp from the Philippines 
via the Pacific and overland to Chicago, instead of the 
usual route via the Suez Canal and New York. The 
shipment, which is expected to arrive soon, is said to 
be some 20,000 bales, or about 2,500 tons. Should 
the experiment result in lower freight charges and a 
saving of time, it may encourage rope making in the 
West. : 

GLASS. 

A meeting of the official representatives of the two 
window glass workers’ organizations held a meeting 
last week. The purpose was the merging of the rival 
organizations into one, so as to take action as a body 
should the manufacturers make suggestions of reduc- 
ing the wage scales, which have already been signed. 
The workmen were of the opinion that there would 
be no more glass used if wages were reduced. It is 
understood the meeting resulted in the merging of 
the two organizations. If this proves to be so it should 
go a great way toward restoring the belief in a stable 
market for the next fire, unless the glass blowing ma- 
chine becomes a competitor of the older method of 
making glass. It is reported that the Federation Win- 
dow Glass Company will be continued, and that the 
plants will start no later than November 10. The 
glass factories outside of the combines that are now 
in operation are said to represent about 525 pots. The 
assortments of manufacturers’ and jobbers’ stocks are 
becoming broken, and it would not be surprising if a 
number of the factories started up next month. Glass 
is selling at 90 and 20 per cent discount for the first 
three brackets and at 90 and 25 per cent discount for 
all other sizes, both single and double strength, from 
the list of December 16, 1902. Discounts from the 
list of October 1, 1903, fluctuate from 90 and Io to 
go and 15 per cent for all sizes, both single and double 
strength, according to location. Some Western job- 
bers are quoting 90 and 25 and go and 30 per cent 
discount from the December 16, 1902, list, subject to 
their contracts with manufacturers not being taken 
up on receipt of orders. 





LINSEED OIL. 
The demand continues active for current require- 
ments, both large and small buyers purchasing ac- 
cording to their immediate needs. It is believed among 
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the trade that an attempt is being made by holders of 
seed to sustain a fictitious market, while the ideas of 
large buyers are for 30-cent oil. While it may not 
reach this figure, a decline in price is anticipated by 
the time the bulk of the new crop of seed has been 
shipped to market. Quotations, according to quantity, 
are as follows: City raw, 39¢ to 40c; out of town 
raw, 36c to 38c per gallon.
